d ifferen t from previous n etworks d evised through the 
years by d iplomats. 
The n etworks of agreem en t d id n ot brin g peace; 
they d id n ot brin g security. 
Except in the in stan ces 
where they were based squarely on geographic, eco­

Guns From Dirt, Water 


NEW YORK—The 
problem 
Of 
protecting machine guns from dirt 
and water during landing opera­ 
tions has been overcome by a new 
packaging material, developed by 
American chemists and now In wide 
use on battlefronts. 
At the start of the war, machine 
guns 
were 
coated 
with 
greaei, 
which offered protection but did 
not permit immediate use of the 
weapons upon landing. Ouna wrap­ 
ped in the new material, however, 
are moisture and dustproof regard­ 
less of conditions—they 
can 
be 
tossed into shallow water and re­ 
claimed 
later, 
resisting 
moisture 
penetration all the while. 
Developers of the material say 
it also is tough, but pliable at low 
temperatures 
and 
resistant 
to 
chemical action.
